You  cannot  be  aware  ol  the  great  impression  that  you 
produced  in  Toronto.  I  a m  sure  that  your  visit  nas  been  a  large^fletiore  v, 
in  increasing  tne  kindly  feeling  between  the  two  countries.  We  are 
deeply  sensible  of  the  honour  that  you  have  done  us,  and  we  shall  not  forget 
your  wise  ana  kindly  words. 

With  regard  to  your  returning  to  us  next  year.  Soite 
three  years  ago  an  American  lady  visited  Toronto  for  the  ourpose  of  giving 
to  the  University  4>5,000  to  found  a  lectureship  in  trerrory  of  her  late 
husband.  The  Governors  nave  undertaken  to  appoint  at  least  once  in  every 
four  years  a  lecturer  to  be  cnosen,  it  possible,  on  account  of  his 
experience  in  outlie  lite.  Tne  subiect  is  left  to  tne  discretion  of  the 
lecturer,  but  subieots  of  government,  or  the  public  or  social  life  of  tne 
United  States  would  te  most  suitable.  We  should  like  to  have  three 
lectures  delivered  if  necessary  on  tnree  consecutive  days  at  any  time 
between  the  middle  of  October  and  the  middle  of  April,  I9l4-l9l5.  We  can
